MANUAL LABON SYSTEM. 

Within a few days past we embraced an opportumi- 
ty, afforded us for the first time, of looking over the 
pages of a report, made within the present year, to a 
society in New York, on the subject of manval labor 
im literary institutions. ‘This somety, formed m 1831, 
with the deaign of promoting the adoption of manual 
labor in colleges and the higher academies, under a 
belicf that acti ve exercise is essential to the health of 
the student, numbers among its members some ef the 
leading literary men of our county. Soon after its 
organization it was considered expedient to employ & 
suitable agent to travel through the several states, and 
visit every literary institution in his way, for the pur- 
pose of obtaining, by practical obvervation, informa- 
tion as to the expediency and utility of manual labor, 
end as regards the situation of those colleges in which 
it has been introduced. For this important service, 
Mr. Theodore D. Weld was appointed, and the able 
manner in which he discharged that duty, shows that 
the choice was eminently judic.ous. 

Mr. Weld’s cammumication to the executive com- 
mitice of this society, forms the principal part of the 
Report to which we have alluded, and it appears that 
in prosecuting the business of the agency, he tavelled, 
during the year, four thousand, five hundred and seven. 
ty-five miles; in public conveyances 2,690, on horse- 
back, 1,300, 0n foot 145, Le made, within the same 
period, two hundred and thuty-eix public addresses, of 
which one hundred and ten were upon the sulgect of 
manual labor education, nunety-seven upon temperance 
and the remainder upon education, and other topics of 
general interest. Mr. Weld visited a great number of 
seminaries, bygh schools and colleges, and of his ob- 
servations upen the vanous systems of instrucuon, the 
health and progtess of the pupile, he made copious 
notes, from which his report is framed. 

hh would afford us much pleasure and gratification, 
if we were able to lay a considerable portion of Mr. 
Weld’s remarks before our readers, more especially, 
as apart from the importance of the subject discussed, 
many of his propositions establish fully our own bebet 
on the utility of manual labor instruction, but we are 
able only, et this time, to present a brief synopms of the 
author's conclusions. The pampblet, from beginning 
to end, is deeply interesting. It establishes, to our 
raind conclusively, the fact, that in nearly all our lite. 
rary institutions, there is pursued a radical error in the 
ordinary system of mstruction, and it alleges that this 
error may be cornected in a way which will alike pro- 
mote the interest of tbe teacher, pupil, parent, and so- 
ciety ai large. Hence it i important that the sulject 
should be carefully, calmly, and dehberately exanuned 
and discussed. 

Mr. Weld treats of the manual labor system of in- 
struction by stating the following propositions. 1. The 
manual labor system furmshes exercise natural to man.
